a. m.—The Grand Duke’s command in Bul- 
garia is detailed in the form of a horseshoe, 
the two extremities of which rest upon the 
Danube, Pyrigos, and Nicopolis, whilst the 
centre curve is Gabrosk on the northern 
slopes of the Balkans. This horseshoe of war- 
riors consists of from 170,000 to 180,000 
troops of all arms, and it will be manifest

MANY WEAK POINTS 
in their defenses, which an expert and active 
enemy could not fail to hit upon by means

in hindering them in concentrating troops 
taken, with an imprudence that is little less 
than astounding, from assailable 
sections of their thin line of defense.

IMPORTANT EAPEDITION. 

Lonpox, Aug. 20.—A correspondent of the 
Daily News at Stodem, the headquarter of the 
Grand Duke Nicholas, referring to the dispatch 
of the Fourth Cavairy Division on an independ- 
ent expedition for the purpose of stopping 
Turkish communication with Sophia by block- 
ading Ochordik Pass, telegraphs as follows: 
‘‘It is felt here that this should have been done 
earlier, but, if successfnl now, it will still have 
good results. In the event of a crushing Turk- 
ish defeat at Plevna, it Would go far to 
make it another Sedan. The expedition is 
obviously hazardous.”’ 

The same correspondent says he understands 
that Servian intervention is now certain. The 
activity of the Turks at Plevnain sending out 
cavalry reconnoisances s¢ems as though they 
had some intention of taking the offensive. The 
weather is now fine agaiv, and the roads are 
rapidjy changing from mud to dust. Receut 
rains have not materially affected the health of 
the troops. : 

IN THE DOBRUDSCHA. 

Vienna, Aug. 20.—A telegram from Galatz 
states tiat 7,000 Turkishor Egyptian troops 
have disembarked at‘ Sulina and are marching 
ov Tultscha, which is weakly garrisoned. Turks 
from Silistria are said to be marching against 
Tchernavoda, ana the Russians to be hastening 
to Ismail, where reinforcements are expected. 

SOUTH OF THE BALKANS. 

Lonpon, Aug. 20.—A_ correspondent tele- 
graphs: . ‘Independently of retreat being 
made necessary by the disaster at Plevna, Gen. 
Gourko’s forces were overwhelmed by a supe- 
perior force of Tarks, and although the Rus- 
sians gained a brilliant victory at Yeni-Saghra 
July 30, Gen. Gourko was compelled to retreat 
the following day, although in sight of Eski- 
Saghra, where he was obliged to leave the Bul- 
gcarian legion, operating as a separate body, to 
their fate. Of the Bulgarian legion, which was 
originally 1,600 strong, only 400 or 500 managed 
to reach Schipka Pass. Exclusive of the Bul- 
garian loss, Gen. Gourko 

LOST 3,009 MEN 

in the fighting of the 30th and Sist of July. 
During Gourke’sretreat through the narrow 
Dalboka and Hainka Passes, which was accom- 
plished on the 2d inst., the wounded died like 
flies from the jolting of their conveyances and 
exposure. Hale men succumbed from fatigue 
and sunstroke. The Russidh cavalry is now all 
on the north side of the Balkans. ’ 

Schipka Pass is strongly fortified, armed with 
twenty-eight guns, and garrisoned by a regiment 
of the Eighth Division.

The result was the destruction ofthe Bul- 
garians and rout of Gourko.who had, however, 
previousiy effected a junction . with the left col- 
ump. Gourko marched upon Dzuranli on the 
road to-€ski-Saghra, ignorant of the fact that 
sorne 39,000 Turks confronted him. The Turk- 
ish batteries swept the road. Nevertheless 
Courko came into action, sending forward five 
battalions of inlantry covered by artillery. He 
had forty-eight horses killed in one battery 
and eight in another. The Turks made desperate 
attempts to tarn his flanks, but were repulsed 
by the assistance of Prince Leychtenberg’s cav- 
airy, who had cut their way out from Eski- 
Saghra, where the Bulgarians were beset by 
20,00u Turks. 

Gourko, small as was his force, resolved o n an 
attempt to succor them, and in the meantime 
dctermined to maintain his position, but his 
resolution quailed before the appearance of two 
massive columns of Turks marching on bis flank 
and rear. He had to leave the Bulgarians to 
shift for themselves, and make good lis own re- 
treat. 

THE RUSSIAN DOBRUDSCHA FORCE. 

Lonvon, Aug. 20.—Landing of an Egyptian 
brigade near Suliva detains Gen. Zimmerman in 
Dobrudscha with a larger force than wae in- 
tended to be teft there, and shows the effect of 
bolder counsels at Constantinople. 

The Province of Salonica and coast district 
from Olympus to the terminus of the Adriano- 
ple Railway have been declared in a state of 
siege by the Porte. 

ARMS CONTINUE TO ARRIVE, 
and volunteers literaily from the fuur corners of 
the globe, but owing to the state of affairs in 
Bulgaria there will be no movement at present. 
Hobart Pasba has left a subordinate to superin- 
tend the ewbarkation of the Caucasians, and 
has gone to Sinope with most of the fleet. It 
is believed he goes thence to the Danube. 
WINTER PREPARATIONS. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. %0.—The Porte is 
preparing wintcr clothing for the troops, and 
taking other measures in anticipation of a win- 
ter cau paign. 

SATURDAY’S FIGHT. 

A later telegram from Mukhtar Pasha gives 
the Turkish losses in Saturday’s battle as 130 
diced and 339. wounded, and the Russia loss as 
1,500 killed” 

NICSICA. 

Lonpon, Aug. 20.—Tclegrams from Zara and 
Cettinge state that the Montenegrins on Sunday 
carried the last outwork of Nicsics, and are 
pushing lorward through the town towards the 
fortress. A strong Turkish force, composed, 
however, mostly of irregulars, estimated by one 
account at 10,000, is hastening to relieve the be- 
sicged. Five thousand Montenegrins have gone 
in tne direction of Kestae to oppose the Turk- 
ish advance. 


ATROCITIES, 

A CORRESPONDENT WEAVES A GORY TALE. 

Lonpon, Aug. 20.—A correspondent at Yeni- 
Saghra telegraphs: I went with the Turkish 
army on the 14th to Chain-Baghaz. At Laneli, 
two hours and a half from the pass, | saw the 
bodies of 120 persons murdered by Cossacks 
and Bulgarians. Among the victims were two 
women, one very beautifui and young. She had 
been killed and thrown naked into the pool of 
water. I saw families,, including children, who 
had been thrown intoa well. The houses of 
these people and handsome embroidered dresses 
of the women, showed they had been rich. In 
one bouse the women and young girls had been 
shut up and subjected during ten days to out- 
races by the Cossacks and Bulgarians. The 
Bulgarians, when they heard of the arrival! of 
the Turkish army at Chain-Baghaz, 

CARRIED OFF TURKISH WOMEN AND CHILDREN 
from 3 to 30 years of age and fled to the Balk- 
aus. The victims of whom | spoke above were 
ali collected together and murdered in succes- 
sign. Many more- were butchered, but | have 
not had time to go and se@sthem. 

GERMANY. 

BERLIN, Aug. 20.—Germany’s representations 
to the Porte in regard to the atrocities com-

From the Green Mountain State to 
Mount Washington's Summit. 


A Reception Held by the President and Wife at the 
Tip-Top House. 


An Invitation to Visit Maine, in Which 
Senator Bleine Joins, agg 


Winpsor, Vt., Aug. 20.—The Presidential 
party, consisting of the President and Mrs. 
Hayes, Secretary Evarts and his two daughters, 
Minnie and Bettie, Postmaster-Generai Key, 
Attorney-Gederal Devens, Whitelaw Reid, Miss 
Foote, and Miss Noyes, with the President’s two 
sons, Webb and Birchard, left this morning at 
8:30 for the White Mountains. The, inside of 
the car had been most tastefully trimmed with 
evergreens and choice flowers, and an elaborate 
basket of flowers was presented to Mrs. Hayes, 
who expressed herself exceedingly well pleased 
and most happy to receive them. She said her 
love for flowers was only exceeded by her love 
for her Maker and her dear tamily.

THE MISSISSIPPI CENTRAL. 

Mr. W. H. Osborn, late Managing-Director of 
the Illinois Central Railroad, and at present 
President of the New Orleans, Jackson & 
Northern, Mr. ©. Menelas, Director, and Mr. B. 
F. Ayers, General Solicitor of the Illinois Cen- 
tral, left this city last evening for Jackson, 
Teun., to attend the sale of the Mississippi Cen- 
tral Railroad, which takes place in that city on 
the 25th of this month. The sale will be mere- 
ly pro forma, as the Iinois Central has long 
since coucluded arrangements to assume its 
management on the same terms as that of the 
New Oricans, Jackson & Northern. As s00n a5 
the’proper transter of the property has been 
made the Mississippi Central and the New Or- 
leans, Jackson & Northern will be consolidated 
and controlled py the Illinois Central, on the 
same basis as the Pennsyivania Railroad controls 
the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chicago Railroad. 
Mr. W. H. Osbora will be elected President of 
the reorganized road, aud Mr. J. C. € lark, Sec- 
ond Vice-President of the Llinois Central, will 
become the General Manager. The other of- 
ficials have not yet deen acsignated, with the 
exception of General, Ticket and Passenger 
Agent, which position will be filled by Mr. 
France Chandlef, late- Assistant General Ticket 
and Passenger Agent of the [linois Central 
Railroad.

PATTI-CAUX. 


The Separation Decreed by the 
Tribunal Civil. 
Adelina’s Points—Le Marquis Says He 
Picked Her from the Mire. 


Faris Figaro. 

On yesterday (Friday) afternoon at half-past 
4, when there were none in the audience-room 
of the First Civil Tribunal but a few late sleep- 
ers, and M, Senard, who had been pleading 
since midday in an uninteresting case, the 
President Aubepui requested the hussier in 
attendance to cali the cases. The hussier 
murmured between his teeth these five words, 
‘De Caux against De Caux.” No one but the 
Recorder, and a journalist who had not suc- 
cumbed to the pleading of M. Senard, under- 
stood the meaning of the calling over. The 
President Aubepui then read briefly the follow- 
ing judgment, which will make more noise in 
the worid than it did. in the First Chamber: 


The Tribunal. 

In reference to that which relates to the applica- 
tion of the Marquise. 

Whereas it is net established; that the applicant 
does» t  «n offer the proofs of the facts pleaded. 

in sto the application of the Maryuis 
of Cau. 

Whereas, it appears by the documents in evi- 
dence, and notably from a correspondence ad- 
dressed by a thifd person to the Marquise, also 
from articles in different journals, that the Mar- 
guise has committéd toward her husband the most 

rave wrong, 
r Deciares the -couple separated in body and es- 


te. 
 Avpetate M. Champetier de Ribes notwry to 
make the liquidation, and M, L’kvesque judge to 
make a report on the liquidation in case of dis- 

ules. 

Nonsuits the Marquise de Caux, on her applica- 
tion, aud mulcts her in all the costs. 

The separation of body of Adelina Patti is 
therefore adjudged in favor of her husband, 
without pleading or debate. It is the Presi- 
dent Aubepui who alone has set the scene of 
this little judicial comedy, in the hope, without 
doubt, that the press would be aware of noting. 

Two documents alone figured at the bearing. 
They were the two petitions necessary to the 
huissier in calling the case. We have been able 
to procure the text. Here is first the petition 
of the Marquise. Itis she, it will be remem- 
bered, who at St. Petersburg, took last winter 
the initiative in the application for separation: 


WHAT ADELINA SAYS. 

‘On the petition of Mme. Adele Jeanne Mare 
Patti. wife of M. Louis Sebastian Henri de Koger 
de Cahuzac, Marquis de Caux, proprictor, with 
whom ehe domiciled by right, in Paris, at Rue de 
Bourgogne, No. Jd. } 

Against M. Louis Sebastian Henri de Cahuzac, 
Marquis de Caux. 

Whereas the petitioner married M. the Marquis 
of Caux in duly, 1865. 

That she is in the dire necessity of demanding 
her separation of body. 

That the Marquis of Caux has a nature not only 
quick, but violent. 

That he allows himself to be carried away under 
the sway of a vindictive jealousy, which never had 
any canse, or the slightest pretext, by inexcusable 
fits of pas-ion. 

That he has often addressed to his wife the most 
coarse insults and has even struck her. — 

Tnat life together has become impossible. 

Whereas that discord appeared between the 
couple shortly after their marriage. 

That the petitioner has a caaracter sweet, yield- 
ing, even weak. 

That, on the other hand, the Marquis of Canx, 
as has already been eaid, has a character quick and 
even violent, and that the petitioner, ceding con- 
stantly to have a littie peace, het husband had 
taken advantage of it to dommate over and op- 
press her, to direct her entire life and to leave her 
neither, nor indepeadence, nor will, nor in origin- 
ating power in anything whatever. 

A GOLD MINE, 

Whereas he bas always treated and considered 
her, as he bas himself said, as a ** gold-mine.”™ 

That he made light of berse!f, her famiiy, and 
her friends. 

Whereas on the death of her father, M. Salvator 
Patti, he forbade her to put on mourning, 

That in every mstance when the petitioner ap- 
proached hini with gracious and amiable words be 
repuised her brutally, saying that she bothered 
him: 

Whereas he not only treated her in this manner, 
but atrove to make her feel, in the most cruel man- 
ner. the difference of condition and origin which 
might have existed between them. 

That, for example, he said to her several times, 
**Carsed be the day on which I married a clown like 
fou!” 

. Whereas he further said to her frequently that 
*+he had picked her from the mad; that she was 
nothing; that it was he who had made her posi- 
tion.” 

Whereas he not only insulted her in this way, 
but constantly raised his cliched hand in menace, 
as if about to strike her. 

Whereas the will of M. the Marquis of Caux 
was so absolute that he ruled every moment of the 
life of his wife; that he never allowed her to go to 
church, telling her that there was no need of dving 
that, it was completely useless; and asa fact, he 
had never allowed her to go out alone once, she 
had not the liberty to enter a church, if it were 
only for a few seconds. 

Whereas if there had been any doubt as to the 
sentiments which actuated M. de Vaux im the mar- 
riage, the petitioner would be inthe position to es- 
tabiish in what terms he spoke cynically before her 
of herself and the considerable results produced by 
ber taicnt. 

That, forexample, he used to say to her where 
the representation had been fruitful financialiy, 
‘* There s another good one in the sack.”’ 

That when she asked him for money for actually 
pressing expenses of petty toilet, of coiffure, or 
servants, healways refused her, and she bad great 
diilicuity in manazing. 

That when sae manifested from time to time 
some concern about the considerable sums which 
he alone had banked, he answered her, ‘*‘ Sing; 
don’t oother yourself about the rest!” 

Whereas this conjugal existence, already ren- 
dered so miserable, as has been said, by the senti- 
ments of M. de Caux, by his violence, bis insults, 
and his disdain, became absolutely unbearable 
When he took the idea to be jealous. 

That this jealousy, which not only had not the 
slightest cause, or even a pretext, was exercised oa 
the subject of different artists, who in different 
sccnes have sung with the petitioner. 

Whereas the Marqnis de Caux has not only en- 
tertained sentiments of the most ridiculous 
jealousy, but on this Occasion he had made con- 
fldsnts of different persons, with whom he had 
injured his wife in language the most coarse, 
recounting the most private details of his life with 
his wife, saying that he loved ner but physically; 
that but for that he would already have left her; 
that she had fallenin mire; that she had a lover 
who visited her every night, and for whom 
she ordered supper; that he made no scandal about 
the matter for fear of being sent, guarded by gen- 
darmes, tothe frontier; that there would be ex- 
change of pisto! shots; that he had all the proofs 
against the petitioner, etc. 

THE ST. PETERSBURG SCENE. 

Where one evening recently at St. Petersburg, on 
their return from the theatre, after having supped, 
a discussion had ‘arisen between the Marquis and 
Marquise de Caux. « 

That the Margnis soon raised his vo.ee, insulting 
his wife; that at last, viving full play to the vio- 
lence of his character, he raised his hand on her 
with the intention of slapping her face. 

That she turned away and received the blow.on 
the shoulder; that, territied, the Marquise then fled 
along the hotel passage, and as her husband pre- 
vented her from ringing, she cried for help, asking 
that the proprietor of the hotel be sent for. 

That the Marquis, leaving his wife in tears, then 
went out stamping with rave, and struck a servant 
of the hotel whom he found in bis road. 

That these facts are established by a proces verbal 
of the commissaire of police of the first quartier of 
the arrondissement of Kasan, at St. Petersburg, 
wh.ch will be pat in evidencd. 

That the Marquis de Caux owes it to the kind in- 
tervention of his wife that after these facts ne was 
not summoned before the Russian tribunals. 

Whereas a!i these facts and circamstances, 
others which will be put in evidence before 
court, gonstitute excesses, cruelty, and grave 
juries, 

For these reasons may it please the tribunal to 
pronounce the separation of body, on the petition 
of the Marquise de Caux. 

THE MARQUIS’ PETITION. 

The following is the text of the application 
made by the Marquis of Caux. It is hardly 
necessary to state that the “ivric artist.’’ whose 
name the Marquis avoids pronouncing, is the 
tenor Nicolim, at presert in London with the 
Marquise: . 

Whereas, On the 29th of July, 1868, the Marquis 
of Caux contracted a marriage, according to the 
Enzlish lawe, with Mile. Adele Jeanne Marie Pat- 
ti, before the chaplain of the Church of Our Lady 
of Victories, at Clampham, County «of Surrey, 
England. .

ity of character, showing itself toward her hus- 
band by hard words, unmerited reproaches —~in one 
word, by a series of bickerings of all kinds, ali in 
view of one purpose, which soon revealed itself to 
tae eyes of M. de Canx. 

He did then but redouble his attentions and so- 
licitude toward bis wife, in the hope of bringing 
her back to him by gentleness and his kind ex- 
hortations. - 

That at times even he thought he had succeeded, 
but witeout trath; that little by little. the little 
bickerings of Mme. de Caux became more grave and 
gave rise to scenes most offensive to her husband. 

That, at last, on the 4th of Fevruary, 1877, 
| Mme. de Canx threw away completely the masx, 

and, wearied, no doubt, at not being able to force 


her husband to some act of violence which might 


aid her pro imagined the scene at the Hotel 
Denssscth, at St. Petersburg, in which she ~ 
tended to have been insulted and almost struck by 
M. de Canx. 

That from that moment the petitioner had no 
déubt as to the end which his wife had in view, 
which was the securing of her freedom by a separa- 
tion of body, in order to ive in her own Way, ac- 
cording to the bad penchants which had developed 
day by day in her heart. 

That, in effect,. the Marquis, having left St. Pe- 
tersourg the 1th of February, after the imaginary 
scene spoken of above. received immediately on 
his arrival in Paris, the 22d of the same month, a 
citation to appear before the President of the Civil 
Tribunal of the Seine, for the preliminary of con- 
c'liation necessary before all separation of body. 

That it suffices to compare the date alone of the 
order of the President, the 15thof February, with 
thatof the pretended scene which was stated to 
have occurred on the 14th at St. Petersburg to be 
convineed that all was arranged and agreed upon 
beforehand. 

That the nearness of the two dates is very signifi- 
cant. 

WHAT THE PAPERS SAID. 

That, in fact, if a doubt could exist as to the in- 
tentions of Mme. de Caux, it would be effaced by 
the accounts of certain joarnals, among others of 
the Morgen Post, of Vienna, which, under date 
of the Ist of October, 1876, announced that a sutt 
for separation between M, and Mme. de Caux was 
to take piace on the petition of the latter, and 
this foran end, which the journal docs not take 
care to dissimulate. 

ON HIS DIGNITY. 

That it was not without bitter sorrow that the 
Marquis de Caux read, in the account of the 
wrongs attributed to him, ridiculous and offensive 
imputations, destitate even of semblance of truth, 
and aguinst which protest strongly bis character, 
his birth, and his social standing. 

That he will easily show, at the proper time, the 
nothingness and falseness of these accusations, 
but thet his care should not limit itself to the de-

Thatit will suffice w justify his demand ‘and 
without the necessity of going back to earlier 
dates) to recall here the use to which Mme, de 
Caux put the liberty given her to reside away from 
her husband, and to continue her engagements in 
foreign countries. 

That it isnot the intention of M. de Caux to in- 
quire into and establish to what point his wife has 
reached in her forgetfulness of her duties, but that 
he isin the right to complaiw of her attitude in 
public and her actions at a time when her situation 
demands the greatest reserve of conduct. 

That, accused by public notoriety of having 
culpable relations with a lyrie artist, her firet care 
of her personal dignity as well as the respect duc 
to her name made it a duty for her to protest 
against such grave imputatioOns by an irreproacha- 
ble deportment, 

That far from that she has but given credence her- 
self to the imputations by her attitude ana her affec- 
tationof appearing in public, of traveling, of living in 
the same hoteis and houses, of living, in one word, 
in an open intimacy with one whom the press of 
all countries designate as her lover. 

‘That these facts suflice to establish the errors of 
the defendant. 

For these reasons, 

_ May it please the tribunal to declare the separa- 
tion on the request of the Marquis de Caux. 

It is-well kuown that a separation of the body 
entails a separation of property. Now, Adelina 
Patti and the Marquis de Caux were married 
without contract—that is to say, under the terms 
of the law and the regime of community. The 
fortune of the couple will therefore be divided 
in half. From information which appears to be 
reliable, M. de Caux has economically managed 
his wite’s earnings. One million cight hundred 
thousand francs is spoken of, ef which half 
naturally comes to the Marquis.

THE MILITIA, 

An adjourned meeting of the fhird Ward mil- 
itary organiaation was held last night at No. 
169 Twenty-second street, Mr. C. C. Merrick in 
the chair, and Mr. W. D. Bishop Secretary. 

The Enrollment Committee reported that 
twenty persons had signed the muster-roil. The 
report Was accepted, and the Committee con- 
tinued and instructed to providt speakers to 
address the next meeting, which will be held 
Monday night at Meisner’s Hali, which is on 
Twenty-second street, near Wabash avenue. 

Speeches were made last night by Messrs. M. 
D. Powell, Randall White, G. W. Taylor, and 
Col. John H. Roberts. Mr. H. 8. Hawley, of 
the First Ward, furnished the cigarettes for the 
crowd. Mr. Powell im his remarks said that in 
his ward, the Fourth, there were’ cighty-tive 
men enrolled, and ready to be equipped and 
drilled. He hoped the other wards would each 
do as much for the formation of a nucleus for 
the battalion. Col. Roberts said that ** When 
the Devil was sick, the Devil a saint would be;

Hoped-For Conquests in Asia Minor, 
Avoletons Journai for Sevtember. 

Whatever the political or military importance 
of Asia Minor to the Russians, itis of some in- 
terest to note that within the limits of their 
hoped-for conquest in Asiaatic Turkey are very 
many places of august ahd memorable tradi- 
tions in the world’s history. For the Turk’s 
possessions east of the Bosphorus include the 
scenes of many momentous events. If the 
Russian at last succeeds in conquering them, he 
will have done what the Crusaders failed to do 
after an effort which lastefl two centuries. The 
Christians will rule in the Holy Land. 
With such a conquest, not only Bethlehem and 
Damascus, Mount Sinai and the banks of the 
Jordan, but Jerusalem itself, will be crowned 
by the banners of the Cross. Mount Ararat, 
too, whence may be said to bave grown forth 
the parent trunk of tho religions alike of the 
Jew, the Mohammedan, and the Christian, 
would fall into Muscovite hands. 

But the historical vaiue of their conquests 
would not be contined to Palestine and the boly 
places,—to the sacred spots >uce familiar with 
the footsteps, voice, and deeds of Carist. Much 
nearer Constantinople, their battalfons would 
tind themselves perhaps camping on, at least 
treading, .the classic soil of the Troad. Besika 
Bay, whither the British fleet was lately sent 
from Greece, is the very inlet, we are assured, 
where the much teebier barks of Agamemnon, 
King of Argos, and Meveiaus, his brother-in- 
law, put in, freighted with the douchty Grecks, 
who were destined to besiege Priam’s city. 
The Russians-may tind it romantic to bivouac 
within the excavations of Dr. Schliemann; at ail 
events, the Czar could not but feel a thriil of 
pride at adding to his dominions a site so famous 
and so cousecrated to the veneration of man by 
the s reatest of epics. 

In another direction his acquisitions would be 
scarcely less interesting to the respecter of his- 
torical remains. In the long and loveiy Valiey 
of the Euphrates—ibat valley by which, we may 
fairly infer, the Russian hopes one day to pene- 
trate to the Persiau Gulf, and thus find at once 
a pove dappus whence, sooner or later, to at- 
tack India, and an outiet for that Oriental com- 
merce Which be hopes to monopolize—ip that 
Vailey are ruins as suggestive of mighty tradi- 
tions, of titanic warriors, of coiossal power and 
arrogant Wealth, as any that stil. remain to ai- 
test the towering pride of man. The still state- 
ly ruins of Nineveh would become his, and the 
still not wholly revealed remains of haughty 
Babylon. 

Another famed city of old, now sunk in sloth 
and decay, wouid become a portion of his vic- 
tory. Toall who have read—and to be pitied is 
be or she who has not in childhood or yvoutn— 
“The Arabian Nights,” the name of Bagdad 
will always fall pleasantiy and romantical.; 
upon the ear. As the city oi the good Caliph 
Haroun-al-Raschid, it is dear to the millions 
who have greedily devoured those marvelous 
tales. Bagdad, too, would become Russian. 
The birthplace of Homer, as weil as the mem- 
orable scene of his iad, weyld pass from the 
Mosicm to the Christian; and Aleppo, and 
other once great and thriving seaports of the 
eastern Mediterranean, together with Cyprus, 
that realm of romance and beauty, would 
change hands. 

To the antiquary and archzologist this trans- 
fer of the dominion of the teeming East would 
be welcome. It is probable that under Russian 
rule obstacles would no louger be put in the way 
of those researches and excavations which will 
some day bring to light many marvels of those 
departed Empires, and make us more familiar 
with the men of old. We should probably sce 
the walls of Jerusalem wholly revealed; the 
secrets beneath the sofl of Babylon woud be- 
come open facts; and in many oe es, now held 
as a seaied book by Turkish jealousy and dog-in- 
the-manger obstinacy, revelations would result 
from the inde/fatigabie toils of new S-hliemanns 
and Cesnoias illuminating periods intensely in- 
teresting to modern Christendom, as being 
periods during whica the faith of the Christian 
was founded and noprishea. Thus the present 
war may bring its contribution to learning, 
—gained, however, at a terfble and cruel cost.

the deposits in banks over the country to-~day 
are deposits without any interest whatever. [f 
you will deposit with a bank w'thout inte rest, 

vou will certainly deposit with the Govern: nent, 

where your security will be far be tter than any 
bank can possibly give. The only otlice the 
bend would perform would be that of a 
regulator of ithe volume of the currency. 
Whea currency would be in demand for 
legitimate business, bonds would go in and cur- 
rency come out; and, when the volume of busi- 
ness declines, as it does in the spring and 
summer in this country, the currency would go 
in and bonds come out. The interest only runs 
on the bond while outstanding. 

You will note use the word “ registered 
bonds.”’. This obviates the <dbiec tion you urge, 
that the whole currency anal consist of in- 
terest-hbonds, for the reason a registered bond 
will not circulate. It is consequently secure 
from theft. No thief would steal it, for the 
— it could do him no good: he could not 

se 

This would do more than provide for our 
burdensome public debt; it would enable the 
people vo supply themselves with sufficient eur- 
reucy to transact their business im cash, -and 
thus evoid: the mountain of private debt that 
bankruy 4s the whole people, with its usury, 
every eight or ten years. U sury crows on debts. 
Debts are made to transac t business in the ab- 
sence Of money; and, under a banking system 
of issuing the curren: y, debts are made 
to get currency out into the channels of trade: 
for. not one dollar of bank-currenc ¥ is out at 
any time but What somebody's note is in bank 

tor it. That mode of issuing the e ‘urrency forces 
an enormous usury debt at the point of issue. 
As the first step that is made to get currency 
on to cirewiation through a bank, some one must 
go in debt to the bank. This debt is obviated 
when a citizen is allowed to turn a bond into 
the Treasury and convert itinto curren v. Then 
the currency issues directly into the channels of 
trade, and does not start on its mission loaded 
with 10 per cent of usury. To get rid of the 
usury, you must get rid of the debt that bears 
usury. This ¢an ve done by supplying sufficient 
good money to transact business in cash. No 
man sells on credit wh ig he can sell for éash, 
and no man gives his note and pays interest 
when he can avoid it, and at the same time car- 
ry on the business or enterprise that he should 
carry on if we, as a nation, expect to go torward 
in civilization, and not retrograde into bar- 
barism. 

It is no objection to this to say that the Goy- 
ernment must not go into the banking business. 
Issuing currency is no part of Jegitimate bank- 
ing business. Issuing currency is the pre- 
rogative of the sovereign po®er, and no bank, 
either State or National, ever issued a dollar 
without the power to do 80 being conferred 
upon it by acharter ffom the sovereign. This 
sovereign -then had the power, or it could not 
conter It upon another. A sovereign cannot 
confer powers that he does not himself possess. 
The conferring of the power upon a bank to is- 
sue currency is a special privilege. I insist that 


the Government should exercise this power for 


the benefit of the whole people, in the mor le 
above stated, and not cenfer it upon particular 
corporations, called banks, to be used by the 
eans of speculating out of 
the people by loaning it upon usury. And es- 
pecially do I insist upon this when it is known 
that this tool of trade, called money, 
is a tool of absolute necessity to 
every map, woman, and cehbild in 
nation. Each must possess a portionof it as a 
condition precedent te » having food and cloth- 
ing. Each must have food and clothing. or die. 
Therefore, hfe itself depends upon obtaining 
the use of this tool called money. It is, there- 
fore, wrong for the Government ina Republic, 
as Ours is, to compel the many to pay tribute to 
the few fur the use of atool thatis manufac 

tured solely by sovereign autho rity, and which 
each must obtain as acondition precedent to 
having food and clothing to su tain life. Such 
a monetary system is the most cruel of despots. 

It is not polite,in those who advocate the 

naticnal-! banking system, to throw mid at the 
‘interconvertible ’-bond proposition, These 
banks operate with the Treasury upon the same 

principle that the citizen, or railroad, corpora- 
tion, merchant, or manufactuer, would under 
the “‘interconvertible’’ bond. These banks de- 
posit bondsand draw currency. They can re- 
turn the currency at pleasure and lift their 
bonds, and again deposit their bonds and 
draw currency. What I insist upon is, let 
ny other corporation, and any citizen, 
re posit these same bonds, or bonds represent- 
et! lis same debt, and draw currency, and re- 
" urn the currency and tal ke the bond again. We 
ack it on more advant: yreous terms to the Gov- 
ernment than these b: anks exercise it. We ask 
that the bond be converted into currency and 
the entire interest upon it cease while it is in 
the Treasury.

QUEEREST STRIKE YET. 
New York Mercury 
The queerest strike in these days of strikes 
this city among female 
models for artists. The trouble began in the 
studio of a well-known up-town artist, a 
Frenchman. He has lately been employed on 
a tableau, whose. subject is, “Indian Wirls 
Surprised at a Bath by a Spanish Explorer.” 
For models he employed three of the most 
famous of the class in the city, women -weil 
known in all the studios, and who are re- 
puted to be the most perfect in point of phys- 
ical development of the models in the United 
States. The pose one of these fair figu- 
rantes was called upon to assume was a par- 
ticularly arduouws one, requiring a muscular 
strain and a contracted position of the most 
difiicult and painful nature. After the sec- 
ond sitting she revolted, and refused to con- 
tinue unless her pay, Which was $2.50 an hour, 
was increased to 3. -Her companions seconded 
her in the demand. The artist was in despuir. 
Their figures were already outlined upon the 
group which he could not hope to 
obtain by any other models. The price he was 
alrealy paying them was a good one. They sat 
for four hour; a day each, which was an outiay of 
&30—a large sum fora member of the impers’ 
craft. He could not aflord to increase it, and 
all his appeals. to them were utterly in Vain. 
They even rejected a compromise of $2.75, and 
finally left the studio ina body. That evening 
the indignant lacies circulated among their pro- 
fessional friends, and next day a general war 
was deciared against the artistic oppressors. 
The Bohemians of the brush took the matter 
very coolly, however. Thev smoked their pipes, 
drank their beer, and made sketches for new 
pictures for several days, turning a deai ear to 
the fair strikers’ claifius. 

Finally a deputation of the models, number- 
ing every one of them, waited on the French 
artist in a body. Assured of the co-operation of 
his fellow art the gallant Frenchman told 
them smilingly that he would not paya single 
‘ent more than he had hitherto been doing. The 
seven or eight other resident artists who have 
professional use for posturants were visited with 
tbe same result. We are all going out of 
town s00D, an} how,’’ said the principal of them, 
blandly, ‘tand you wiil have time to think the 
matter over at leisure. Try a glass of wine. 
Not Then good afternoon.’ His words car- 
ried conviction to the souls of the strikers. The 
result is easily foreseen. Next day the three 
Indian girls returned to their posts, and before 
night the strike was atanend. The only par- 
ticipants in it bad been of the gentler sex, and 
allof that independent class whose only re- 
source is the patronage oi the painters. The 
male models and the females employed at the 
public art schools livre are perfectiy contented 
with their lot. 

There are in all in thist®ity about thirty peo- 

men and women, who make a living as nude 
models for the various artists and art schools 
here, and perhaps ten more who serve as 
‘*draped models.”’ ‘These latter are, with one 
exception, all women. This exce ption is an 
Ital.an, a middle-aged man, with .a crisp black 
beard, a handsome face, and a m&gre but com- 
manding tigure, who has served as the original 
for more brigands, trappers, guerrillas, soldiers, 
and other characteristic embodiments than it 
would be easy to mention. There are two dis- 
tinct classes of models’ those who figure in the 
art schools, and those who only pose for private 
parties. 

The pay of the models varies from $1.50 to 
$4. ‘The lowest prices are paid to men, and the 
least gain comes from the art sc hools,

where good models are emploved from year’s 
end to year’s end. The models. of this 
class, however, usually find employment in 
private studios during their spare hours, 
which are many, for the longest time any one of 
them serves in a reg@lar sitting is three hours. 
The weekly gains of a model are estimated at 
from $20 to $30. They would make much more 
if the artists bere desired them more frequently, 
tife painting from amodel is an expensive 
painters rarely desire more 
that 1one or two sittings a week, or else only 
work “for a Afeek at a stretch from life, 
and then dinfinish the posturanta until anew 
subject renders their use necessery. With con- 
siderable difficulty the Mercury reporter ascer- 
tained the address of the lady who had led the 
revoit in the Frenchinan’s studio, and called 
upon her. He found her at home ina stylish 
Twenty-third street boarding-house. In person 
she is a young woman of 23, of a remarkably 
fine deveiopment, and a perfect brunette. Quiet 
and ladylike in manner, one would never have 
suspected in eisual intercourse with her that 
she mained a livelihood by exhibiting herself to 
an artistic eve for reproduction and parade be- 
fore the public. Her version of the strike is a 
characteristic one. 

“| have been a model for six years,’ she said, 

‘and have sat for nearly every artis® in the 
city, and for more thau ove in Philadelphia, 
Boston, and Chicago. I began as a draped 
model forone of Frank Leslie’s artists, Mr. 
John Hyde, whogot me a place at the Academy 
of Design, where | posed for nearly two years. 
For the first few days it was horrible work, and 
I almost died of shame and mortification. Then, 
however, I got used to it. I was making a good 
living and was civilly treated. Besides, during 
all that time ho One ever saw my face. They 
allow a female model tuere to wear a mask, and 
they all avail themselves of the opportunity. 
Insuit? No, there is pot the slightest danger 
ol it, from the male students at least. There 
neyer Was an insulting word said to me ora 
coarse remark made before me in the classes. 

“ Winle I was at the Academy, Mr. Perry, the 
artist, saw me, and eshortiv afterward engaged 
me to pose for his * Venus Rising from the 
Sea.’ Since then I have been posing vrivately, 
and have done well. You have secen me—in 
pictures, I mean—many a time. 

“ Hard work! I should say it was. But then 
it is not for very long. When I viayed Venus 
to Mr. Perry’s malion, for instance, I had ae 4

‘That pose of tae Frenchman, however, was 
worse than either. See here.” She threw her- 
selt into the attitude of one surprised and terri- 
fied, with body bent to one side and dewnward 
and one hand out. “ The position was ad 
enough,” she continued, “ but, tomake matters 
worse, Mr. N—— was very captious, and grum- 
bled if I even quivered. At the end of cach fif- 
teen minutes, when I got ten minutes’ rest, I 
invariably was so badly cramped that I did not 
recover until it was time for me to begin to suf- 
ter again. He was in such a hurry to finish the 
work, too, that he required us to stand four 
hours a day, two in the morning and two in the 
afternoon. He was as bad as a woman,—and 
women, as I suppose you know, are the most 
cruel to the models of all students. I would 
rather pose for twenty male classes than one 
single female. 

“itis pretty hard to get employment for 
drape ‘d posing, ” she added. ™ Most of the art- 
ists se their wives, daughters, or lady friends 
for that purpose. There is even one artist bere, 
an old German, who uses his three young daugh- 
tersas nude models. He , painted them ina 
group as the * Three Graces’ for the Centennial 
Exhivition. I never pose tor seulptors. I tried 
it once fog Mr. Harnisch, of Phi ladelphia, but 
their studios are so cold and the air is go full of 
marble-dust that itis miserable work. Travel? 
O yes. We often pdése for artists in Boston and 
Philadelphia, and are glad to do so, as it gives 
us an opportunity of a trip away from the city.”

AN AQUATIC MONSTER, 
at. Louis Giodve- Democrat. 

The men working at the Government dike in 
the Mississippi River, opposite Quarantine Sta- 
tion, tell a very curious story copcerning a 
singular monster seen in the water at that point 
on the 6th inst. The reporter’s informant in 
the case is Mr. Thomas Kagan, one of the work- 
men alluded to, who lives at 2525 South Seventh 
street, in this city, who was himself the first to 
discover this strange aquatic animal, and to cail 
the attention of his fellow-laborerstoit. It was 
about 10 o’clock in the morning, and the day so 
clear and bright that there could be no optic al 
illusion resulting irom any unusual condition 
of the atmosphere. 

Mr. Eagan states that bis attention was first 
directed toa peculiar movement of the water 
about forty feet above Where he was work- 
ing onthe dike. The motion seemed to be 
caused by a round body rolling over and 
over in. the water with considerable vio- 
lence, throwing the waves a foot high 
with each revolution. The object rolled 
in this manper until it reached a point immedi- 
ately opposite Eagan and his feilow-workmen, 
and here it seemed to pause for breath, thouch 
at no time being periectly still. It remained 
comparatively quiet, however, long enough for 
the men to getagood sight of a part of its 
body, though it was plain that not more than 
one-third of its length could be seen. There 
was about ten feet of the middle portion of the 
body partly lifted above the water, and though 
the head was visible several times, the tail was 
not seen atall, andthus no acwrate estimate 
of the entire length could be made. The 
back of the monster was covered with coarse 
black or dark brown scales, much like those of 
the. alligator, while the under portion of the 
body, brought frequently to view as the mon- 
ster turned over, Was observed to be of a dark 
blue, and bright and glistening like that of the 
Mississippi catiish. The head, most curi- 
ous to reiate, Was that of a’ dog, 
the ears ‘and eves being plainly 
diseernible, while the mouth or bill was in the 
perfect shape of a pelican’s, and more thap a 
foot in length. Someof the men who gota 
good look at the head and ears declare that they 
were covered with a thick coating of hair, black 
in color, ahd hanging down in long, stringy 
locks. The ears were long and pendant like 
those of a hound or sea- lion, aud several fins. 
The monster shook them as il to rid his head of 
the dripping water. From the long Dili he 
threw a stream of water, at intervals, much 
like the spouting of a whaie, and with a noise 
that was heard by allou shore. The spouts of 
water were thrown at least two feet high, about 
a minute apart. The reptile had e ither six legs, 
or four legs and two huge leg-like fins, At 
any rate, two of these members were much 
longer and larger than the other four, and 
were thrown out of and along the surface of the 
water as if they were being used as paddies 
for propelling, or keeping the body still, or 
turning it over. Qn the thick, corrugated neck 
there was a lopg# black mane, roached like that 
of a horse, and reaching so far down that the 
ends were lost in the water. Why the monster 
paused so long oo pene the dike cannot be sur- 
mised, but it is believed to have been attracted 
by the noise and shouting of the men at work, 
for several times it was observed to turn its 
head in that direction, as if curious to know the 
cause of so much commotion. One of the men 
went to a neighboring house for a gun, but a few 
moments before he returned the monster turned 
ove r several times with great velocity, spouted 
violently, and sunk in the water. The event 
created a decided sensation among the 
large. number. of workmen engaged in 
work on the river front, and there 
was no end tothe surmises concerning the real 
nature of the strange sight. Several contended 
that it was a sea-serpent, others that it was 
nothing more than a huge alligator, and others 
(of a superstitious turn of mind) that it was 
nothing less than the devil, who had assumed 
this monstrous guise -for some portentous or 
premonitory purpose. An equal diversity of 
opinion was held concerning the shape, size, and 
length of the monster. Some thought it was 
forty, others sixty, feet in length, and one or 
two were certain its body was as large as a hogs- 
head, and undoubtedly 100 feet in length. Mr. 
Eagan’s judgment is, and he is doubtless cor- 


rect, that its length would not exceed thirty 


fect.

It is estimated that the total harvest of

At last the Council has taken definite ac- 
tion on the gas qnestion, and passed an ordi- 
nance fixing the price on the South Side at 
$1.50 per 1,000 cubic feet, and onthe West 
Side at $1.80.

In the confirmation of Mr. Wim11aM 
Vocxe.as a member of the Board of Educa- 
tion the Common Council consulted the best 
interests of the public schools of Chicago. 
The selection 1s creditable alike to the Coun- 
cil and to the Mayor. Mr. Vocxs, though a 
German by birth, and chosen as a repre- 
sentative in the Board of that important ele- 
ment of our population, is in the most 
thorough sense an American, and the ter- 
mination of the contest over his confirma- 
tion by the emphatic vote of 27 to 6 was a 
deserved recognition of merit and high 
qualification. 


It is a cheerful feature of the tariff system 
that in some cases importers have been able 
to obtain drawbacks to a greater amount 
than the duties actually paid. A critical ex- 
amination of the Revised Statutes fails to 
discover any authority for ‘‘ paying back” 
more than the Government received, but the 
thing has been done nevertheless. It is pro- 
posed, however, that there shall be no more 
work of this sort, and that the artificial and 
fraudulent coloring of sugars for the purpose 
of evading the tariff shall be prohibited, and 
punished by the seizure and forfeiture of all 
cargoes of sugar so colored. On and after 
Oct. 1 the new regulation goes into effect, 
and it is probable that many cargoes now on 
their way to American ports will arrive too 
late to escape the penalty. 


The terrible butchery at Salonica, in which 
the German Consul fell a victim to the fury 
of the Mussulman populace, has never been 
suitably punished by the Ottoman Govern- 
ment, and the recent release of Turkish 
officials implicated in the murder has excited 
intense indignation, and has led to the send- 
ing of a German squadron to Salonica. The 
other Powers are said to have joined with 
Germany in making a formal protest against 
the action of the Porte in releasing the mur- 
derers. So long asthe butchery of Chris- 
tians is a cardinal element of the Mussulman 
faith, so long these protests will be neces- 
sary. It would be in the interest of human- 
ity if the Powers were to stop their bicker- 
ings and uuite in a protest against the 
further existence of a Turkish Government 
in Europe. 


Mr. Scruces, of Kickapoo, Kan., managed 
to stir up considerable excitement in the 
vicinity of his residence recently. Having

MAKING iIRREDEEMASLE NOTES PAR 
{ITH COIN. 
We print a letter from Mr. James Bucuan- 
ax, of Indianapolis, who is the “ brains ”. of 
the Greenback party in that State and its 
leading writer in the West, who believes it 
possible to furnish the country with an 
abundant irredeemable paper money to cir- 
culate at all times on a par with coin! Be- 
cause Of his leadership in that party, his 
possible future candidacy as its National rep- 
resentative, and because he believes in what 
he says, we give space enough to note the 
points of his argument, and to briefly com- 
ment thereon. 
1. He urges that, if greenbacks wero made 
receivable for customs duties, they would at 
once be at par with gold. Of course they 
would in such cases be at par with gold for 
the payment of duties, but that would nbt 
necessarily make them at par for any other 
purpose. If greenbacks were also payable for 
interest on the public debt, Tue Tarsune would 
not oppose their reception in payment of 
duties, but would advocate it. So long as 
iis interest is payable in specie the Govern- 
ment must have a certain sum in coin annu- 
ally for that purpose; and it seems to us to 
be more wise to have the importing mer- 
chants sell their greenbacks to the gold deal- 
ers and speculators for coin with which to 
pey duties, than for the Government to re- 
ceive the greenbacks for duties and then go 
upon the market and sell them for whatever 
gold the speculators would give for them. 
The share to which the Government would 
have to submit would be a serious loss of 
revenue, to.-be made good by additional tax- 
ation. The’ merchants, moreover, can get a 
better price for the irredeemable notes than 
the Government could. The whole mercan- 
tile community, having to sell greenbacks, are 
interested in keeping their price as high as 
possible. If they were made sellers of gold 
their interest would be to depreciate the 
greenbacks, and help to skin the Government. 
2. The statement that paper convertible 
into coinon demand * Joses its par value 
when a few miles from the redeeming 
point,” and the holder is compelled to sub- 
mit toa ‘‘shave” and a loss, indicates on 
the part of Mr. B., we regret to say, a very 
superficial knowledge of facts. Do the rates 
of the bank of England decline in value as 
compared with gold a few miles away from 
the redeeming agency? Where can they 
be bought at less than par? Can Mr. 
Bucnanan buy them at less than par 
in gold in Indianapolis, or in New 
York, or San Francisco, Yokohama, Cal- 
cutta, Melbourne, Hong-Kong, Paris, Con- 
stantinople, St. Petersburg, or Jerusalem ? 
On the contrary, he ought to know that for 
fifty years the further the notes of that 
Bank are away from home the more they are 
worth, because of their cheaper and safer 
portability than coin. It 1s this very pre- 
mium that prevents them from circulating in 
large quantities in distant parts of the worid. 
Every traveler in Europe knows that he can 
sell the notes of the Bank of France 
in Germany, Austria, Italy, and Switzerland 
for more gold than he can get for them in 
Paris. Mr. Bucuanan ought to have known 
also that the notes of the gold banks of Cal- 
ifornia are not sold for less than par in gold, 
and that 1,000 miles away from home the 
brokers ask a premium for them in gold. If 
the National Banks were redeeming their 
notes in coin at Washington just ds they are

3. He proposes to make a paper dollar to 
be and remain at par with coin at all times 
and in all places within the United States, 
without requiring coin redemption. We are 
glad that so conspicuous a leader among the 
irredeemable-currency advocates as Mr. Bu- 
CHANAN recognizes the importance and neces- 
sity of making the legal-tender paper dollar 
equivalent to specie at all times. This iso 
great advance over the old doctrine that all 
that was needed to make a dollar is to put a 
Government stamp on a piece of paper, 
leather, tin, or other substance, and declare 
it a legal-tender. He now undertakes to 
show how hundreds of millions of paper 
dollars can be kept at par with coin, with- 
out coin redemption. If he has succeeded 
in doing this he is entitled to the laurel aitd 
the crown for the mightiest discovery ever 
made in the science of credit and finance. 
So soon as we shall be convinced that 
his scheme will produce the results he claims 
for it, we shall become its ardent advocate 
and enthusiastic supporter. We skal! insist 
that he shall be made Secretary of the 'T'reas- 
ury, there to eclipse the historic greatness of 
Hamriton and Cuasx, and in du» time be 
made the ruler of the Republic for which he 
shall have accomplished such a mighty work. 
The man who can show the world how the 
Government may issue a supply of paper 
dollars ‘* equal to the wants of the trade and 
commerce of the country,” and keep them in 
circulation at par in coin, without the trou- 
blesome and painful process of redemption 
in specie on demand, will immortalize his 
name, and his fame will endure, not ‘only in 
America, but the world over, until time shall 
be no more forever. 

What is this scheme? To make green- 
backs receivable for duties. Thatisali! He 
instances the issue of $60,000,000 of Treas- 
ury notes in 1861, but fails, we regret to ob- 
serve, to state the cliaracter of those notes, 
and their final history. Those notes were re- 
deemabie in coin on demand at the public 
depositories all over the country. Being 
equivalent to coin on demand, they were, of 
course, receivable for duties. They were 
never in aky sense legal-tender greenbacks. 
They were simply Treasury notes, issued in 
anticipation of expected revenue. They 
were issued and sold for gold coin, and were 
received in place of coin. When received, 
they were not reissued, but burned. So now, 
if Congress were to order that the existing 
three hundred and sixty millions of green- 


> backs be received for duties. and burned as 


fast as received, they would advance in 
value and reach par with specie before per- 
haps half of them were extinguished. But, 
to supply the revenue thus lost, the Govern- 
ment would have. to sell $100,000,000 of 
bonds a year to get gold to pay the interest 
alone on the debt, allowing nothing for sink- 
ing-fund and other coin expenditures. The 
greenbacks would thus disappear at the rate 
of the tariff duties, say $140,000,000 a year, 
until they were ali retired, which would only 
take two and a half years. The $60,000,000 of 
demand notes in 1861 lasted but a little 
while. They disappeared, and were followed 
by the irredeemable legal-tender greenbacks, 
which have varied since then in value be- 
tween 40 and 95 percent. The Government 
never ventured to repeat the experiment of 
issuing Treasury notes redeemable in duties, 
because that deprived it of coin to pay in- 
terest on the bonded debt. 

If instead cf burning the greenbacks re- 
ceived for duties they were paid out again, 
then they would have to be sold for such 
price in gold as they would bring in the 
market in order to get gold to pay interest. 
This would knock down their value below 
par with specie, and that would completely 
annililate Mr. B.’s chimerical proposition. 

Mr. Bucwan@s, however, enlarges his 
scheme. Having, as he imagines, raised the 
greenback to par with specie, he proposes 
that they be issued continually and sold to the 
highest bidders for bullion, and that, as fast 
as the bullion, when caught, is coined, 
the national bonds be purchased therewith, 
and that this process go on until the whole 
interest-bearing debt shall be replaced with 
non-interest greenbacks! In order not to 
let the latter depreciate because of their vast 
volume, he suggests that holders of them 
may have the privilege of exchanging them 
at any time for a registered bond, payable on 
demand in greenbacks and drawing an inter- 
est not to exceed 3.65 per cent in greenbacks, 
aud he insists that 2 per cent is enough in- 
terest. ‘The reason Mr. B. proposes a regis- 
tered bond is to prevent the purchaser from 
selling it, and having it pass from hand to 
hand freely like bank-notes or unregistered 
bonds indorsed in blank. This restriction 
would be fatal to the sale of the bond, 
Searcely anybody will lend money at 
2 or 3§ per cent interest on tied-up, non- 
negotiable, bothersome registered bonds. 
Mr. B. speaks of money deposited in banks 
without interest, but he neglects to state the 
all-important fact that it is left there on call, 
and may be checked out at any moment, in 
any amounts, including odd numbers and 
fractions of a dollar, and in as many install- 
ments as the depositor pleases ; and, further- 
more, that he may take certified checks and 
dispose of them like bank-bills or drafts. In 
addition to this, by keeping such a current 
account he can borrow money from the bank 
on better terms and have his notes renewed 
oftener than would be possible if he kept no 
deposits with the bank. If he agrees to have 
a certain sum in the bank undisturbed for 4 
specific length of time, the bank will pay him 
a higher rate of interest than Mr. B. pro- 
poses shall be paid on his tied-up and both- 
ersome non-negotiable registered bond. The 
registered bond has never been popular with 
the public, and never can be. Only a few 
capitalists who have large sums purchase 
that kind of bond, and it is done for perma- 
nent investment and safety of keeping. 

Mr. Bucuanan puts forth this 2-per-cent 
registered-bond scheme as a sequel to mak- 
ing the greenbacks equal to specie. If the 
greenbacks are not made equal to specie, 
then to issue more of them to buy either 
bullion or bonds would-be to run them 
down justin proportion to the amount is- 
sued, until it would soon take two or three 
paper-dollars to buy one of coin, bullion, or 
bonds. We have no faith, for the very ob- 
vious reasons given, that receiving green- 
backs for customs would place them on a par 
with specie, or help fRem in the shghtest ;.it 
would simply transfer the necessity of pur- 
chasing specie from the importers to the 
Government. 

The demand for specie is by no means con- 
fined to the mere payment of duties; all our 
foreign commerce is carried on in gold and 
silver, for which gréenbacks, even if received 
for customs, would be unavailable. Green- 
backs, therefore, would remain at such value 
in specie as the brokers and dealers in coin 
would give for them. Until we can so re- 


, form the tinancial notions of the people of 


other lands that they will receive in ex- 
change at par our notes that are not redeem- 


able in coiu, the scheme to make them 
worth coin by receiving them for customs 
duties must prove to be a failure in fact as it 
is a fallacy in reason. 
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BISMARCK ON ULTRAMONTANISM. 

The London Jimes’ Berlin comespondent 
forwards to that paper the full text of an ad- 
dress which Prince Bismarox recently made 
to some Protestant clergymen at Kissingen 
upon ecclesiastical affairs. As the address 1s 
important, not only from an official point of 
view, but also because it defines the reasons 
for the present attitude of the German Gov- 
ernment toward Ultramontanism, we give 
our readers its salient points. Although 
there had been occasional collisions between 
the King of Prussia and the Vatican, they 
were on comparatively friendly terms until 
184). During the reign of Freperick WILL- 
14m IV., a Roman Catholic family, Rapiz- 
WILL by name, belonging to the highest 
aristocracy of the land, secured to the Catho- 
lic Church in the Kingdom a privileged posi- 
tion. When the Socialistic movement first 
began to develop itself, in 1848, the elec- 
tions from the Catholic side were 
acceptable to the Government. In re- 
turn, ‘the Government was disposed 
to strengthen the Church, and established a 
special Catholic Department in the Ministry 
of ecclesiastical affairs to regulate the rela- 
tions between Church and State. It turned 
out that the members of this Department 
were adherents of the Rapizwmu. family. 
Through their influence the Jesuits began to 
obtain power in the Government, and at 
length ‘‘the Catholic Department, which had 
been established to represent the King in our 
dealings with the Pope, actually vindicated 
the interests of the Pope against the King.” 
The Ultramontane agitation/ thus begun, 
s00n commenced to show its/results in dis- 
tricts like Posen and West Prussia, where 
there were two nationalities. These districts 
were Polonized by the priests, who forced 
the Polish language upon the Church and 
As soon as the people were cut off 


school. 


from the German language and -German in- 


fluences they became Ultramontanes, and were 
soon pliant tools in the hands of the 
clergy. At this point Bismarck commenced 
‘*to take note of what was going on.” He 
first applied toa Bishop, and, with the cyn- 
icism peculiar to him, inquired ‘* whether to 
be a good Catholic it was absolutely necessa- 
ry to be a Pole, or whether to be a German 
was incompatible with belief in the Romar 
creed.” It wasa sufficient answer to the 
question when the same prelate declined the 
Archiepiscopal See of Posen, because he 
could not understand Polish. Count Lzpo- 
CHowWSKY subsequently became Bishop, and 
overcame the difficulties in the way of his 
edministration by learning Polish. The 
Polonization at last commenced to spread so 
fast that Bismarck stopped talking and com- 
menced to act, and his first act was to abol- 
ish the Catholic Department. This raised an 
Uitramontane storm against the Government, 
and at last the conflict assumed such a 
wide and dangerous character that he had 
recourse to legislation, and the famous Fautcx. 
laws were passed, of which he says: ‘I 
cannot say that 1 approve every item en- 
acted in these laws, but I contend that, upon 
‘the whole, they answer the purpose, and are 
a strong wall of defense in this inevitable 
contlict with the Papacy. By virtue of these 
laws we have recovered the position we gave 
up. We have taken back what was our 
own. We can now afford to stand upon the 
defensive and to wait for what is to be.” 

With regard to the Evangelical Church, 
Prince Bismarck declared that it had never 
thrown any obstacles in the way of the State, 
but had always supported and strengthened 
it; nevertheless it was necessary that the 
laws should apply to both churches alike, 
as a iinisterial crisis would have been pro- 
voked had any discrimination been made. 
This was specially true with reference to 
civil marriage and the admission of the 
lay element to power in the establishment. 
With regard to the discussion which has 
arisen in the Synod over the reading of the 
Apostles’ Creed, Bismarck does not seem to 
share the apprehensions that have been ex- 
pressed in England and this country as to 
the future of religion in Germany. Upon 
this point he says: 

Recent events in the Berlin Synod have been 
anything but satisfactory. Still i am convinced 
that the adversaries of the Apostles’ Creed have 
not a leg tostand uponin Berlin. In my opinion, 
we are conferring too much honor upon the repre- 
sentatives of these extreme opinions in making 
martyra of them. The men holding these views in 
reality possess very litle influence, and, besides, 
some aliowance should be made for their tartness 
on the score of the well-known ** Berlin acidity.” 
No doubt we have plenty of scaolars among us 
absolutely opposed to religion, and on principle 
the enemies of all creeds; but they exercise very 
little injluence upon the views of the people, and, 
moreover, are superstitious In many rcspects., 
However, weshall never do away with diflerence 
of opinion within the pale of the Church. All we 
have to guard Against 1s indulgence in our heredi- 
tury failing—-the furor leutonicus, which seems to 
render it obligatory upun Germans to Carry every 
controversy Lo extremes, 

The Prince evidently does not anjoy the 
scholar in politics any more than the scholar 
in religion, as he concludes his address with 
the tart remark: ‘*‘My experience of Pro- 
fessors when they take to politics is not the 
most agreeable. Even in Parliament they 
continually suppose they are addressing their 
scholars, and cannot bear being contradicted. 
When they are opposed they get excited, and 
cannot realize the enormity of any one ven- 
turing to differ from them.” 


THE PARALLELS OF TWO WARS. 

The extracts from Russian paners which 
were printed in the last issue of Tue Tris- 
UNE show a very bitter feeling in that coun- 
try ageinst England for the course she has 
pursued with reference to the belligerents in 
the present war, and recalls very vividly the 
popular sentiment of the North in this 
country,with regard to England’s relations 
with the South during the War of the Re- 
bellion. The parallel is a very close one in 
almost every essential detail, notwithstand- 
ing the essentially different character of the 
two wars. It has required a tremendous 
effort to restrain England from actually in- 
terfering in the present war just as she did 
in ours, and the opposition has come from 
the same school of statesmen at Manches- 
ter. The friends of the United States from 
1861 to 1565 are the friends of Russia in 
1877. We hear now precisely the same 
howiing about British interests that we heard 
then, anid some of the same menaces. The 
Eastern question was not_ involved: in our 
war, nevertheless came the constant com- 
plaint from England that we were overshad- 
owing her interests, and that, if we 
were successful, the North ould 
swallow up Canada and dominate the sea. 
So under the specious plea that our Repub- 
lican form of government was a failure, that 
the civilizations of the Norta and the South 
were diametrically opposed to each other, that 
the South was based upon cotton and slavery 
and the North upon corn and free labor, 
England, which for years had been prating 
of its love of freedom, took sides, so far as 
it could. with the oppressor of the African, 


as it now takes sides with the oppressor of 
the Slavic Christians. 

The Russians have unsheathed the sword 
to liberate nearly ten millions of Christian 
serfs on either side of the Balkans, who have 
oceupied their own country from the re- 
motest period of antiquity, even far back 0% 
the time when the Turkish nomads were 
wandering about the shores of the Caspian 
Sea and living by pillage and massacre, like 
our Indians. While the immediate object of 
the war is to liberate the Bulga- 
tians from __ the most oppressive 
and bloody tyranny the world has 
ever known, the Russians, if successful, 
will also liberate all the rest of Turkey. 
They will give freedom to Herzegovina, Bos- 
nia, and Albania; make the fatwre of Servia 
safe from any possibility of Turkish oppres- 
sion; save Montenegro and extend her 
frontiers; and liberate Greece and restore 
her ancient boundaries. The logical result 
of Russian success must include either the 
absolute banishment ot the Turks from 
Europe, or else their confinement for the 
future in the southeastern corner of Koua- 
melia, between Adrianople and Constanti- 
nople, which is now inhabited by a Mussul- 
man population. It will free millions oi 
people from the horrible barbaritics of the 
unchanging and bloodthirsty Turkish carpet- 
baggers. Inthe War of the Rebeilion tge 
North fought to liberate 4,000,000 of alien 
bondmen simply from a political and social 
slavery. The Russians fight to hberate 
10,000,000, to the manner born, not only 
from political ond social, but also from relig- 
ious slavery. The latter element did not 
enter into our slavery system, the blacks, 
as a rule, having the same _ religion 
as their masters, The MRassians now 
find, as the North found, that a tremendous 
resistance is offered in consequence of En- 
glish assistance. They find that English 
money has built a powerful fleet for the 
Turks, which dominates the Black Sea, coops 
up the Russian vessels in their harbors, lays 
an embargo upon their commerce, and gives 
the Turks a tremendous advantage in main- 
taining their communications and transport- 
ing troops and munitions of war; that it has 
fuywished them with the best of American 
rifles and Krupp guns, and material of war 
in plenty ; that it is owing to English aid that 
they can marshal and manevWre their armies; 
that an English Admiral has charge of their 
fleet, and that English officers and engineers 
are serving in various divisions of their army, 
and helping to map out their campaigns. At 
every step one is reminded of our own ex- 
periences. As we read the complaints of the 
Russians, we remaember that England fur- 
nished the South witha fleet of blockade- 
runners; that she built ironclads for her, 
and provided crews and armaments 
for them; that her harbors’ were 
always open as a refuge, and that, 
when a Southern vessel was pursued into 
them by a Northern one, the latter was de- 
tained at anchor for twenty-four hours, so 
that the former might have sufficient time 
for escape; that she furnished the South 
with ample stores of medicines, clothing, 
cannon, guns, powder, ball, and other neces- 
saries of war; and that she cashed Southern 
bonds to the amount of millions of dollars, 
meanwhile leaving no opportunity unim- 
proved that could ter 1 to hinder or preju- 
dice the North. Remembering all these 
things, the people of the North will under- 
stand the feelings of the people of Russia. 
They will not wonder that they are bitter 
and exasperated, and that they already begin 
to manifest an open and undisguised resent- 
ment. As Russia sympathized with us in 
those days, it is»-no wonder that the people 
of the United States now sympathize with 
her and appreciate her feelings towards En- 
gland. One war had the same end in view 
as the other,—the liberty ofythe oppressed. 
In each war England sided with and aided 
the oppressor, and libeled her reputation 
as a lover of liberty. The paraliel goes fuar- 
ther. ‘The disastrous battle of Plevna, a few 
weeks since, has its exact counterpart in Mc- 
CLEeLuan’s unfortunate campaigns. The lat- 
ter roused the whole people of the North to 
a sense of their danger, touched their pride, 
and induced them to concentrate their re- 
sources for an overwhelming ouset and for 
determined victory. ‘The battle of Plevna 
has had the same result. National honor 
has been touched. New life and energy 
have been aroused. All the resources of 
Russia have been called upon, aud nearly 
200,000 fresh levies of troops Are pouring 
down into Bulgaria to wipe out the stain of 
defeat. ‘The Russian giant has aroused 
from his sleep, like the giant of the North, 
and, the next time he strikes, will make his 
power felt. ‘oa 


Our exchanges are indulging ina good deal 
of fun at the expense of Senator CONKLING for 
his sudden and unexpected return home from 
his European tour. Nobody expected him back 
before the meeting of Congress in October, and 
many thougpot he would be absent until the 
beginning of the regular session in December. 
But, to ever Mody’s astonishment, he rushed 
back after an absence of a few days; but it was 
asufficiently long absence to cause his “‘ friends ”’ 
to receive him with salutes, bands, serenades, 
dinners, ovations, banoucts, and other 
machine” demonstrations of simulated joy. 
The whole thing has been operated hke a well- 
rehearsed melodrama. Says the New York 
Tribune: 


Mr. CONKLING was 60 secply affetted by the 
reminiscences of hie ** birth-place spot’ at Albany 
that he ssid that nothing but the inexorab'e con- 
cuct of the railroad train in tearing him away 
prevented nim from speaking about the Southern 
policy and ** modern Civil-Service Reform.”’ Yet 
when he reached Ltica he was enabied to hold on 
to himself sufficiently to speak for half an hour 
or more and say nothing on either sudject. 

Another astonished exchange observes: 

The efferveacence Of Senator CONKLING On his 
return home docs not seem warranted by the length 
of his absence, the acuteness of his observations, 
or the mags of his miforniation. The .ceneral im- 
pression will probably be that he Was ** received ” 
somewhattov much on his return from Europe. 
There did not appearto be any particular reason 
why his return should be celebrated -throngaout 
the country. He had not performed any pubiic 
service in his absence. He had pot distinguished 
himseif in any remarkable way immediately before 
absenting himselt. He is a candidyte for the

When the tariff comes to be revised it would 
be absurdly foolish to limit the revision to 
‘steel, copper, iron, etc.’ A revision, to be 
useful, must extend cicar through the list. 
Many articles now taxed should be placed on 
the free list, and some of those now on the free 
list should be made to pay a moderate duty, 
such as tea and coffee. ‘he inevitable effect of a 
thorough and wise revision would be to enable 
all classes of wanufacturers to produce cheaper 
goods, and many of them so much cheaper 
that they could underseil foreign competitors, 
not only at bome, but abgoad, and thereby 
export beavily at a fair profit.

SOUTH CHICAGO DRAINAGE WORKS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicago, Aug. 20.—It is a matter of regret 
with men of earnest purpose that the columns 
of newspapers are open to those who oppose 
improvement with ridicule, or, worse, with mis- 
representation, which has unfortunate weight 
with those who would know the truth, but fail 
to see the falscness of the statements. * 

The chief objections to the pumping works 
for drainage purposes¢at South Chicago are, 
first, the expensive dikes it is claimed are need- 
ed: and, second, the cost of operating the 
works. Let us give facts based upon a candid 
and careful investigation. The cost of the ma- 
chive: y, buildings, and appurtenguces, as de- 
signed by your correspondent, has been deter- 
mined at something less than $40,000, and the 
plans are open to experts to prove the facts. 
Having in mind the two points above men- 
tioned, ] went this spring to New Orleans to In- 
vestigate there the workings of inachinery 
which has drained that city for the past thirty- 
five vears. With machinery oi the most prim- 
itive construction. with a water level outside 
their dikes of over fifteen fect, and a rainiall to 
be disposed of, with their dikes of twice that of 
this latitude, their pumps ran but little over 
two months, all told, in the year. No puddling 
of clay was necessary, while the water had a 
height of fifteen’ feet to force a_ percolation 


through the levees. it is claimed the ditches 
dug in the vicinity of South Chicago 
are at once filled with water, but 
no notice is taken of the fact 
that this is not ‘seepage from the 
lake, but rain-fall, @owly forcing its way 
1oward the lake. Again, the friction eaused by 
the paseage of water through the loosest sand 
prevents its flowiug upon a level toward the lake, 
but beaps it up, making if appear at a higher 
level as the distance from its discharge in- 
creases. Inversely, when the pumps have dis- 
charged the accumulated ground water, sup- 
ose a return current from the lake to ensue. 
‘here are paturel dikes of sand along the entire 
shore, from @ quarter to haif a mile wide. It is 
not expected the water in the drainage-ditches 
will be more than four feet below lake-level. 
The lake water percolating through sand, more 
or less compact, will lose head, or, in other 
words, suffer a loss in height, before it reaches 
the ditches which lead to the pumping works. 
Again. a wall of compact sand has been 
proven to be nearly. if not quite, as 
good a barrier to the passage of water 
as puddied clay. The low lands of Hyde

STRIKE FOR A FARM. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, Aug. 20.—It has been said that 
an ounce of prevention is octter than a pound of 
cure. Now, to those workingmen who have the 
ounce of prevention I would say a few words, 
and especially to those who may desire to con- 
vert homes in the city for those of the farm, and 
thus prevent the necessity of striking or asking 
for work. Farms and lands to exchange or for 
sale are often offcred: some are valuable and 
desirable, and they can be investigated as to 
valuation, character of soil, location, class of 
settlers surrounding, or any other points of in- 
terest very correctly by letter, and with little, if 
any, cost. I will state how casily they can 
select parties for reference and advice, and I! 
am satistied from experience that if they use 
common sense in selecting and advising they 
can get trustworthy information. 

First, ask the owner or agent for a full de- 
scription of the land or farm; get the quarter- 
section, town, and range, and, if vou cannot lo- 
cate the land on the map yourself, go to some 
friend or a dealer not interested, who will lo- 
cate the property for you. “Take the villages or 
post-office towns nearest the land, and address 
letters to the Postmaster or Town Clerk, or the 
Supervisor, with instructions that if they are 
net personally acquainted with the land de- 
scribed to hand the letter to some farmer, sur- 
veyor, or land ge near the land. Inclose a 
postai-card or thifce-cent gtamp, and ask parties 
to send their bill for trouble, if ary charges are 
made, it will be usually $1. Ask for full par- 
ticulars. character of soil, market value, if free 
from e«wamps or bluffs, and in regard to any 
facts which might ve of interest to vou. Cor- 
rect valuation and information may be obtained 
in this way. You could only take their valua- 
tion if you were to go and see the land, as they 
know better than you would about the prices. 
You can coutract with conditions that ‘the 
land to be as represented,” and after getting 
alvice oy letter, if desired, you run little risk 
in going personally to see the land. County 
officers are generally trustworthy, but are often 
too tar away from the land to give particulars. 

I sincerely believe that many who own t[rarm< 
cottages with lots in the city couid exchange for 
a farm or lands, and be in mach better circum- 
stances than remaining here to compete for low 
wages, Which will likely continue, as they can- 
not be kept above what they are in other coun- 
ries. Many parties have started out and are 
vetting along very comfortably the first year 
without teams or machinery of their own. 
Farjners are always glad to exchange work—or 
they will do youe breaking for $2.50 to 83 per 
acre, and olten take pav in hand labor. If pre- 
pared to commence early in spring, bat little 
money is needed. If desired a small loan can 
doubtiess be arranged for in exchanging proper- 
ties, Or perhaps you can get some casn differ- 
ence. There are mauy parties holdjng lands

Another Pian for Using Niagara Falls.

Mr. James M. Bois, of Salamanca, Cattaraugus 
County, N. Y., has obtained a patent for a hy- 
draulic motor by which he believes the vast de- 
scent at Niagara Falls may be utilized to supply 
with water the country within a radius of twen- 
ty-five or thirtv miles, and by which ocher water- 
falls may be turned to proportionately profitable’ 
Mr. Bois has for the past ten years 
devoted much time to the study of the proper- 
tics of compressed air, and its possible utility in 
the movement of water and other liquids, and 
the motor of which he is the inventor is one of 
the results of his investigations and experi- 


One of the motors is now set up at a store on 
Main street, and vestertlay afternoon, in re- 
sponse to an invitation from Mr. Bois, a repre- 
sentative of the Cowrier examined it, and saw it 
In. the fourth story of the building 
was a large cask filled with water. 
bottom of a cask a two-inch pipe conducted the 
water into a forty-gallon tank, on the second. 
story, containing air, and provided with an air- 
valve on top and two downward-opening waiter- 
valves ina pipe extending horizontaily from 
the bottom of the tank abouta foot. When 
the water began to enter the tank and the air 
grew dense, the valves all closed, and the air 
was forced through a half-inch pipe into a 
somewhat smaller tank on the fourth story. 
Into the last-mentioned tank emptied a two- 
inch pipe from a reservoir situated at a slight 
elevation, and from the bottom of the same 
tank ran a three-inch pipe some ten feet up- 
ward. When the air began to be forced into this 
tank through the balf-inch pipe from the tank 
on the story below, it having been filled with 
water from the rescryvir, a valve at the mouth 
of the reservoir pipe was closed, shutting off a 
further supply of water, and the water in 
the tank was forced through the three-inch 
discharging pipe into the air.

INSURANCE. 
THE PROTECTION. 

On the 24 of June, when the Protection Life 
was examined by Maj. R. M. Woods, of the In- 
surance Department, it had in its office and in 
bank $62,000. It was allowed to include among 
its assets deferred premiums to the amount of 
$29,000. Since that date it has made two as- 
sessments, the one dated June 5 of $45,000, and 
the one dated July 5 of $42,000. Of this 
amount $80,000 at best has been collected, for 
the policy-holders who still hung vn after the 
filing of the Gooding bill were rock-rooted 
ones who had as blind a faith in the Company 
asa fanatical woman‘has in Brigham Young, 
and they paid up nobly. There was also col- 
lected during June and July about $5,000 in an- 
nual premiums. Since July 10 nothing has been 
paid out, it being pretended by the officers 
that they were enjoined under the Phillips 
bill. Thev should, therefore, under any and all 
circumstances, have op hand about $50,000, on 
the assumption that during June they paid out 
not only the $62,000 then in bank and in the 
safe, but also the $29,000 of deferred premiums 
which must have been collected during June. 
On the day the Receiver was appointed, Mr. 
Bisbee, the Company’s attorney, stated that it 
had $30,000 in cash. This was one of the rea- 


sons why so large a bond was required of Mr. 


Cooke. When that gentleman took possession 
of the office three days afterwards, ali the cash 
he could find was $145. There was, however, a 
claim on acitvy bank for $11,000, which may or 
may not be good. Here in three days is a shrink- 
age of at least $20,000, and HBisbee’s statement 
was $50,000 below what should have been 
the truth Where, then, is the money! 
Where is that $30,000 that Mr. Bisbee 
spoke of, and where the $50,000 
collected in June and July? It is for President 
Hilliara, who has to sign all the checks, to ex- 
lain this case of *“‘mysterious disappearance.” 
fias the cash been abducted, and if so who did 
it? There are representatives of beneticiaries 
who have an interest in this, and they want in- 
formation. There are death claims to the 
amount of $450,000, asd apparently there will 
not be more than $100,000 at the very extreme 
utmost to pay them with. They want to know 
who got the cash, and they will know, even if 
they Lave to go to the Grand Jury to do it. 
The Receiver is hard at work on the books, 
and will probably make a report next month. 
He is in earnest about this matter, and if there 
has been any official rascal'ty, if a dollar has been 
stolen by the officers, either airectiv or by means 
of bogus claims, he will make them disgorge, or 
will send them to Joliet. In the meanwhile the 
widows and orphaps, to whom the Protection 
owes $450,000, will have to wait in patience. 
They wiil learn in due scason where the June 
and July assessments went to. 

THE REPUBLIC. | 
When the Republic Life-[nsurance Company 
acknowledged its bankruptcy, and was placed in 
the hands of Receiver Warc, it included among 
its assets the capital stock of the National Lile 
of the United States, par value $1,000,- 
000, subject to a loan of $130,000, for 
the . payment of which $520,000 in stock 
of the latter Company had been piedged as col. 
lateral. Mr. 8. M. Nickerson, who had made 
the joan and held the security, made a formal 
demand ior its repayment. On the order of the 
Court the Receiver was instructed to advertise 
for thirty days for bids from capitalists and 
others for the purchase of the entire stock. Mr. 
Ward did so on the. Vist ult., and the 
thirty days expired yesterday. Three sealed 
bids have been received by the Recviver. They 
will be opened betore the Court this moroing. 

THE CHICAGO LIFE. 
The National Life has purchased the policy 
list of the defunct Chicago Life ona basis 
which may sweli the assets of the latter 
in the neighborhood of $5,000 or $6.00U. 
For cvery policy in the iatter which the 
former can transter to itself it 
agrees to pay aroyaity of 3 per cent on the 
amount of the last aunval preminm paid or due 
to the Chicago Life. The defunct Company had 
some BOA polic y-holders, of whom probably 
one-half will accept the terms of transfer offer- 
ed »y the Nationa’. On doing so they assign 
their Chicago Life policies to the National at 
whatever figure may be agreed upon, and the 
latter will then become a creditor of the bank- 
rupt Company to an amount equal to the 4 per 
ent value of thd policies so transferred. It is 
looked upon as a good transaction for the Na- 
tional, as it gets the increased business at a very 
smaii commission. / 
LIFE ASSOCIATION OF AMERICA. 

At the last session of the Missouri Legisla- 
ture the Insurance law was amended in one very 
important particular. The valnation system 
was changed from 6 per cent to 44g. Under the 
former, the Life Association of America, the 
pet insurance company of St. Louis, showed a 
large surplus; but, judged from the latter. it 
exhibited an impairment. The new law: goes 
into effect Dev. 1, and the Life Associatiun is 
inaking vigorous efforts to comply with its pro- 
visions. To do it is obliged to 8 e its liahili- 
ties. This the company is doing by diminishing 
the net value of its policies on a 44g per cent 
basis. The old policies are being gradually taken 
up and new ones issued in their stead. This 
eliminates the necessity of carrying the reserve 
(lemanaed by the older policies, which is much 
greater than that demanded by the new ones. 
The insured, it is claimed, are as well protected 
under the new as under the old, Whether this 
is s0 or not, the legal evasion of the law isa very 
clever specimen of actuarial mathematics, and 
once more demonstrates to the uninitiated that 
figures are constant and immutable. 


THE COUNTY BOARD. 
PETITIONS, ETC. 

The regular weekly meeting of the County 
Board was held yesterday afternoon, all the 
members present. . 

A petition was read from the Trustees of the 
Town of Jefferson complaining of the imperfect 
sewerage at the Insane Asylum and Poor-House, 
and recommending that the sewer be extended 
to the Desplaines River.

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OBITUARY. 
GEORGE F. FOSTER, 

a well-known ship-chandier and an old citizen 
of Chicago, died quite suddenly Sunday morn- 
ing at the residence of James A. Whittaker, in 
Englewood. Mr. Foster was at one time en- 
gaged in maritime pursuits, and his name is 
familiar to vessel-men. His age at the time of 
his death was 65 years. He was born in Bath, 
Me., and he.came to Chicago in 1836. He sailed 
on the lakes tor several seasons, and after- 
wards entered into busivess. as a ship-chandler. 
He invested largely in real estate, and built, 
about the year 1857, the Foster House, on 
the site of the present McCormick Hail. In 
1852 he went out of business, and remained out 
for some years: Just prior to the panic of 1873 
he was unwise evough to indorse heavily for 
sume of his friends, and their failure made it 
necessary for bim to meet their obligations, the 
result being that he was stripped of nearly al! 
his property. He gave up his residence in Cai- 
cago, on West Washington street, and moved 
out to Oak Park, where he lived until about a 
ear ago, when he removed to Englewood. Of 
! a large business

one time was associated with 
Mr. Puringtor and Mr. Scranton, of Scranton, 
Dunham & Holt, ship-chandlers. He was one 
of the founders of the Indiana-Street Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and a principal in the origina- 
tion and support of the Desplaines camp-meet- 
ings. e was a Zealous and conscientious 
(nristian. and bore the good will and wishes of 
a large circle of social and business acquaint- 
ances. He leaves a widow and grown-up chil- 
dren to mourn his loss.

THE CITY-HALL. 


The Comptroller yesterday issued revenue- 
warrants to the amount of $5,000. 

The water rates in the month of July amount- 
ed to about $60,000, and greatly exceeded the 
amouat of the collections of the month just pre- 
vious. 

The Treasurer’s receipts yesterday were 
$1,046 from the City Collector, $2,743 from the 
Water Department, and $5,670 from the Comp- 
troller. 

Three new cases of scarlet-fever were reported 
at the Health Department yesterday. Two 
deaths from that disease bave occurred already 
this week. 

Yesterday the Wahl & Hutchinson gang con- 
tained 90 men. There can be found work fos as 


many more if the charitably disposgd will fur- 
nish the monev for the payment of the men. 


There were 182 deaths last week, being 43 less 
than for the seven days preceding. There were 
30 deaths by cholera-iniantum, 23 by convul- 
sions, 17 by diarrhea, 13 by ~ soe and 4 
by scarlet fever. 


The report of the health officers for the past 
week shows that in that time 399 nuisance- 
notices were served and 379 nuisances abated ; 
2,309 inspection of buildings made; 36 scarlet- 
fever warning-cards ted; and one calf, one 
hog, ahd six quarters of beef condemned. 


Engineer Ciark, of the Sewerage Department, 
has made up his mind to rid the city of that 
class of men who, in their alleged occupation 
of drain-layers, have done much damage to pri- 
vate drains by their blunders. A detective was 
some time ago appointed to watch for some of 
those artisans, and a few davs ago Justice Kauf- 
mann fined a fellow $25, and yesterday Justice 
Summerfield assessed James Leonard $10, for 
doing sewer-work without a license. 


The se building permits were issued 
yesterday: J. W. Ogden, a three-story and 
basement stone-front store dweliing, 25x170 
feet, No. 113 Archer avenue, to cost $5,500; the 
Eye and Ear Infirmary, a two-story and base- 
ment building, 49x49 feet, Nos. 119 and 12! 
South Peoria street, to cost $6,000; G. Roth, a 
two-story and basement store and dwelling, £6 
x7U feet, No. 286 North avenue, to cost $3,500; 
St. Stanjsiaus Church, a one-story and basement 
edifice, 885x196 feet, corner Noble and In- 
graham street, to cost $880,000. The last 


permit is one for the completion of the church, 
the foundations of which were laid last fall and 
the corner-stone of which was laid in June. 
The reason why a permit has not been taken out 
is that efforts were being made to have the 
Mayor cancel the water-tax which is levied upon 
all building enterprises. 


A delegation of insurance agents and brokers 
comprising about a score of the best known 
men in the business called upon the Mayor yes- 
terday morning with the intent of requesting 
his Honor to withhold his signature from the 
ordinance which was lately passed by the Coun- 
cil imposing a license-fee of $100 upom the 
business of insurance brokerage. It will be re- 
membered that the Council passed such an 
ordinance and that the “ brokers ’’ have objected 
very strongly. The burden of their objections 
have been stated in a previous issue of 
Tus Trisune. It was stated yesterday 
morning that the object of the ordinance was to 
collect a revenue from those insurance compa- 
nies with foreign charters who did business here 
through brokers, and, having no resident ageut 
in the city, could not be made to pay 2 per cent 
of their net receipts, annually, into the Citv 
Treasury, as did those fureignu-cbarter companies 
which did lave agents here. It was stated then 
that the above object could not be effected by 
assessing the brokers $100 each, because the 
companies could, if they chose, issue certificates 
of agentship to these brokers and make them 
veritable agents of the companies. The certificates 
could be procured at a cost of $2 each, and any 
company could have forty or more agents here 
if it chose. Ali the brokers, and the agents too, 
expressed a willingness that the brokers shouid 
be licensed if they could be under a fair ordi- 
nance. ‘lhey cited the objections which were 
published at the time of the passage of the or- 
dinance, and reiterated their statement that the 
ordinance as drawn was unfair and inoperative 
in many respects. The meeting closed with the 
passing of a motion requesting Mayor Heath to 
witbhold his signature, and thus allow the ordi- 
nance to go before a committee. The Mayor 
gave his assent. 

SMALL-POX. 

Since the Ist day of June there have. been 
forty-three cases of small-pox discovered in this 
city, and seven of those cases are nowin the 
pest-house. The presence of that disease to 
such an extent in the summet months is quite 
unusual and threatens an epidemic when winter 
comes on and the pure air is not allowed to pass 
so freely through the houses. ‘That is what the 
Commnissioner of Health said yesterday, and be 
announced his intention of taking advantage of 
the mouths of September and October to vac- 
cinate the public. He intends to establish his 
assistants In the most dangerous portions 
wf the city, and have the people inoculated, 
whether they desire it or not. He thinks tliat 
the presence of the disease now shows that 
something is radically wrong, and not to be 
taken uvawares by the disease,he prefers to start 
early. He has already commenced. Saturday 
about 150 children were vaccinated, and Sun- 
day a Bohemian Sabbath-school was corralled— 
taken by stortn, so to speak. The Health Oji- 
cers surrounded the place, ex- 
plaining the state ot aflairs to 
the priest, that functionary read 
tne law tu the children and their teachers, and 
they submitted quictly. About 100 children 
were vaccinated then and there, and still there 
are more to follow. Tae Commissioner will to- 
day prepare a plan forthe rapid and thorough 
earrying out of the smali-pox fortification 
scheme, and the work will then commence in 
yood earuest.

THE HINSDALE INDICTMENT. 

A session of the Criminal Court was held last 
evening to hear further arguments on the mo- 
tion to quash the indictments against Hinsdale 
and bis clerk, Melick, for conspiring and de- 
stroying evidence tending to expose the 
“é Ring.’’ 

The arguments were opened for the prosecu- 
tion by Messrs. Mills and Weber. They con- 
tended, first, that the objections made to the 
indictments were purely technical, and that the 
statutes and Supreme @ourt decisions favored 
the view that an indictment which stated the 
offense in terms that could be understood 
by a jury was sufficient. Their second point 
was in reply to the objection that the indict- 
ment had been found on in sufficient and illegal 
evidence, the affidavit of the defendants stat- 
ing that it had been fouvd on their evidence. 
They contended that the defendants might have 
taken advantage of their legal privilege and re- 
fused to answer the Grand Jury’s questions on 
the ground that they would criminate them- 
selyes, They had not dove it, however, and in 
voluntarily testifying they had assumed the 
position of ordinary witnesses, and on 
their testimony an indictment could be 
found: beside, there was nothing before the 
Court to show that the indictment had not been 
found on the information of the jurors, as the 
statutes provided. Their third point, in an- 
swer to the claim that there was a repugnancy 
of dates in the counts, was that there was no 
repugnancy in any ove count—that a count 
stood by itself—a distinct and individual charce. 
In conclusion, it was urged generally, and sup- 
ported by abundant authorities, that the aver- 
ments of the mdictments were sufficient to 
fully apprise the defendants of tae charge 
against thetn. 

At a late hour, Mr. Swett, for the defendants, 
began a resume of the position taken by his as- 
sociates, and already given-in bricf in these col- 
umns. The Court took the matter under ad-
